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AN ACT TO PROVIDE A TEMPORARY GOVERNMENT 
FOR THE TERRITORY OF WYOMING. 


(APPROVED, JULY 25, 1868.) 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That all that part ofthe 
United States described as follows: Commencing at the intersection 
of the twenty-seventh meridian of longitude west from Washington 
with the forty-fifth degree of north latitude, and running thence west 
to the thirty-fourth meridian of west longitude, thence south to the 
forty-first degree of north latitude, thence east to the twenty-seventh 
meridian of west longitude, and thence north to the place of begin- 
ning, be and the same is hereby organized into a temporary govern- 
ment by the name of the -Ferritory of Wyoming; Provided, That 
nothing in this act shall be construed to impair the rights of persons 
or property now pertaining to’the Indians in said Territory, so long 
ag such rights shall remain unextinguished by treaty between the 
United States and such Indians; Prowded further, That nothing in 
this act contained shall be construed to inhibit the government of the 
United States from dividing said Territory into two or more Terri- 
tories, in such manner and at such times as congress shall deem con- 
venient and proper, or from attaching any portion thereof to any 
other Territory or State. i oy 

Sec. 2. And be rt further enacted, That the executive power and 
authority in and over said Territory of Wyoming shall be vested in 
a Governor, who shall hold his office for four years, and until his suc- 
cessor shall be appointed and qualified, unless sooner removed by the 
President of the United States, with the advice and consent of the 
senate. The Governor shall reside within said Territory, shall be 
commander-in-chief of the militia thereof, shall perform the duties 
and receive the emoluments of superintendent of Indian affairs, and 
shall approve all laws passed by the legislative assembly before they 
shall take effect, unless the same shall pass by a two-thirds vote, as 
provided in section six of this act; he may grant pardons for offenses 
against the laws of said Territory, and reprieves for offenses against 
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the laws of the United States, until the decision of the President can 
be made known thereon; he shall commission all officers who shall 
be appointed to office under the laws of said Territory, and shall take 
care that the laws be faithfully executed. 

Src. 8. And be it further enacted, That there shall be a Secre- 
tary of said Territory, who shall reside therein and hold his office 
for four years, unless sooner removed by the President of the United 
States, with the consent of the senate; he shall record and preserve 
all the laws and the ee of the legislative assembly herein- 
after constituted, and all acts and proceedings of the Governor in his 
executive department; he shall transmit one copy of the laws and 
one copy of the executive nes on or before the first day of 
December in each year, to the President of the United States, and at 
the same time, two copies of the laws to the speaker of the house 
of representatives and the president of the senate, for the use of con- 
gress; and in case of the death, removal, resignation, or other neces- 
sary absence of the Governor from the Territory, the Secretary shall 
have, and he is hereby authorized and required to execute and per- 
form, all the powers and duties of the Governor during such vacancy 
or absence, or until another Governor shall be appointed to fill such 
vacancy. 

Sxc. 4. And be it ‘further enacted, That the legislative power and 
authority of said Territory shall be vested in the Governor and leg- 
islative assembly. The legislative assembly shall consist of a council 
and house of representatives. The council shall consist of nine mem- 
bers, which may be increased to thirteen, having the qualification of 
voters as hereinafter prescribed, whose term of service shall continue 
two years. The house of representatives shall consist of thirteen 
members, which may be increased to twenty-seven, possessing the 
same qualifications as prescribed for members of the council, and 
whose term of service shall continue one year. An apportionment 
shall be made by the Governor as nearly equal as practicable among 
the several counties or districts for the election of the council and 
house of representatives, giving to each section of the Territory rep- 
resentation in the ratio of their population (excepting Indians not 
taxed), as nearly as may be, and the members of the council and 
house of representatives shall reside in and be inhabitants of the 
districts for which they may be elected respectively. Previous to the 
first election, the Governor shall cause a census or enumeration of the 
inhabitants of the several counties or districts of the Territory to be 
taken, and the first election shal] be held at such times and places, 
and be conducted in such manner as the Governor shall appoint and 
direct, and he shall at the same time declare the number of the 
members of the council and house of representatives to which each 
of the counties or districts shall be entitled under this act. The 
number of persons authorized to be elected, having the highest num- 
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ber of votes in each of said council districts for members of the 
council, shall be declared by the Governor duly elected to the couneil ; 
and the person or persons authorized to be elected having the greatest 
number of votes for the house of representatives equal to the number 
to which each county or district shall be entitled, shall be declared by 
the Goyernor to be elected members of the house of representatives; 
Provided, That in case of a tie between two or more persons voted 
for, the Governor shall order a new election, to supply the vacancy 
made by such tie vote. And the persons thus elected to the legisla- 
tive assembly shall meet at such place and on such day as the Gov- 
ernor shall appoint; but thereafter the time, place and manner of 
holding and conducting elections by the people, and the apportioning 
the representation in the several counties or districts to the council 
and house of representatives, according to the population, shall be 
prescribed by law, as well as the day of the commencement of the 
regular sessions of the legislative assembly; Provided, That no one 
session shall exceed the term of forty days, except the first, which 
may be extended to sixty days, but no longer. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That every male citizen of the 
United States above the age of twenty-one years, and [including] 
persons who shall have declared their intention to become citizens 
of the United States, who shall have been a resident of the said Ter- 
ritory at the time of the passage of this act} shall he entitled to vote 
at the first and all subsequent elections in the Territory, and shall be 
eligible to hold any office in said Territory. And the legislative 
assembly shall not at any time abridge the right of suffrage, or to ~ 
hold office, on account of the race, color or previous condition of serv- 
itude of any resident of the Territory; Provided, The right of suffrage 
and of holding office shall be exercised only by citizens of the United 
States, and those who shall have declared on oath, before a compe- 
tent court of record, their intention to become such, and shall have 
taken an oath to support the constitution and government of the 
United States. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, [That] the legislative power of 
tae Territory shall extend to all rightful subjects of legislation ton- 
sistent with the constitution of the United States and the provis- 
ions of this act; but no law shall be passed interfering with the pri- 
mary disposal of the soil; no tax shall be imposed upon the property 
of the United States, nor shall the lands or other property of non- 
residents be taxed higher than the lands or other property of resi- 
dents; nor shall any law be passed impairing the rights of private 
property, nor shall any unequal discrimination be made in taxing 
different kinds of property, but all property subject to taxation shall 
be taxed in proportion to its value. Every bill which shall have 
passed the council and house of representatives of said Territory 
shall, before it becomes a law, be presented to the Governor of the 
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Territory. If he approves, he shall sign it; butif not, he shall return 
it, with his objections, to the house in which it originated, who shall 
enter the objections at large upon their journal and proceed to recon- 
sider it. It, after such reconsideration, two-thirds of the house shall 
agree to pass the bill, it shall be sent, together with the objections, 
to the other house, by which it shall likewise be reconsidered; and 
if approved by two-thirds of that house it shall become alaw; butin 
all such cases, the votes of both houses shall be determined by yeas 
and nays, to be entered on the journal of each house: respectively. 
Tf any bill shall not~be returned by the Governor within five days 
(Sundays excepted) after it shall have been presented to him, the 
same shall be a law in like manner as if he had signed it, unless the 
assembly, by adjournment, prevent its return; in which case it shall 
not be a law. 

Src. 7. And be it further enacted, That all township, district and 
county officers, not herein otherwise provided for, shall be appointed 
or elected, as the case may be, in such manner as shall be provided 
by the Governor and legislative assembly of the Territory. The 
Governor shall nominate and, by and with the consent of the council, 
appoint all officers not herein otherwise provided for, and in the first 
instance the Governor alone may appoint all such officers, who shall 
hold their office until the end of the first session of the legislative 
assembly; and he shall lay off the necessary districts for members 
of the council and house of representatives, and all other officers. 

Seo. 8. And beit further enacted, That no member of the legistative 
assembly shall hold or be appointed to any office which shall have 
been created, or the salary or emoluments of which shall have been 
increased while he was a member, during the term for which he was 
elected, and for one year after the expiration of such term; and no 
person holding a commission or appointment under the United States, 
except postmasters, shall be a member of the legislative assembly, or 
shall hold any office under the government of said Territory. 

Sze. 9. And be it further enacted, That the judicial power of said 
Territory shall be vested in a supreme court, district courts, probate 
courts, and justices of the peace. The supreme court shall consist 
of a chief justice and two associate justices, any two of whom shall 
constitute a quorum, and who,shall hold a term at the seat of govern- 
ment of said Territory annually, and they shall hold their offices for 
four years, unless sooner removed by the President, with the consent 
of the senate of the United States. The said Territory shall be 
divided into three judicial districts, and a district court shall be held 
in each of said districts by one of the justices of the supreme court, 
at such time and place as may be prescribed by law; and said judges 
shall, atter their appointments, respectively, reside in the districts 
which shall be assigned them. The jurisdiction of the several courts 
herein provided for, both appellate and original, and that of the 
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probate courts and of the justices of the peace, shall be as limited 
by law; Provided, That justices of the peace shall not have jurisdic- 
tion of any matter in controversy when the title or boundaries of 
land may be in dispute, or where the debt or sum claimed shall exceed 
one hundred dollars; and the said supreme and district courts, 
respectively, shall possess chancery as well as common law jurisdic- 
tion and authority for redress of all wrongs committed against the 
constitution or laws of the United States or of the Territory, affect- 
ing persons or property. Each district court, or the judge thereof, 
shall appoint its clerk, who shall also be the register in chancery, and 
shall keep his office where the court may be held. Writs of error, 
bills of exception and appeals shall be allowed in all cases from the 
final decisions of said district courts to the supreme court under 
such regulations as may be prescribed by law, but in no case removed 
to the supreme court shall trial by jury be allowed in said court. 
The supreme court, or the justices thereof, shall appoint its own 
clerks, and every clerk shall hold his office at the pleasure of the 
court for which he shall have been appointed. Writs of error and 
appeal from the final decision of said supreme court shall be allowed 
and may be taken to the supreme court of the United States, in the 
same manner and under the same regulations as from the circuit 
courts of the United States, where the value of property or the 
amount in controversy, to be ascertained by the oath or affirmation 
of either party, or other competent: witness, shall exceed one thous- 
and dollars; and each of the.said district courts shall have and exer- 
cise the same jurisdiction in all cases arising under the constitution 
and laws of the United States, as is vested in the circuit and district 
courts of the United States; and the said supreme and district courta 
of said Territory, and the respective judges thereof, shall and may 
grant writs of habeas corpus in all cases in which the same are grant- 
able by the judges of the United States in the District of Columbia; 
and the first six days of every term of said courts, or so much thereof 
as shall be necessary, shall be appropriated to the trial of causes arising 
under the said constitution and laws, and writs of error and appeals 
in all such cases shall be made to the supreme court of said Territory 
the same as in other cases. The said clerk shall receive in all suc 
cases the same fees which the clerks of the district courts of Dakota 
Territory now receive for their service. 

Src. 10. An be ttfurther enacted, That there shall be appointed an 
attorney for said Territory, who shall continue in office for four years, 
unless sooner removed by the President, with the consent of the 
senate, and who shall receive the same fees and salary as is now 
received by the attorney of the United States for the Territory of 
Dacotah [Dakota]. There shall also be a marshal for the Territory 
appointed, who shall hold his office for four years, unless sooner 
removed by the President, with the consent of the senate, and 
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who shall execute all processes issuing from the said courts when 
exercising their jurisdiction as circuit and district courts of the 
United States; he shall perform the duties, be subject to the same- 
regulations and penalties and be entitled to the same fees as the mar- 
shal of the district court of the United States for the present Terri- 
tory of Dakota, and shall, in addition, be paid two hundred dollars 
annually, as compensation for extra service. 

Sec. 11. And be t further enacted, That the Governor, Secretary, 
chief justice and associate justices, attorney and marshal shall be 
nominated and, by and with the advice and consent of the senate, 
appointed by the President of the United States. The Governor 
and Secretary, to be appointed as aforesaid, shall, before they act as 
such, respectively, take an oath or affirmation before the district 
judge, or some justice of the peace in the limits of said Territory, 
duly authorized to administer oaths or afiirmations by the laws now in 
force therein, or before the chief justice, or some associate justice 
of the supreme court of the United States, to support the constitu- 
tion of the United States and faithfully to discharge the duties of 
their respective offices, which said oaths, when so taken, shall be certi- 
fied by the person by whom the same shall have been taken, and such 
certificates shall be received and recorded by the Secretary among 
the executive proceedings, and the chief justice and associate justices, 
and all other civil officers in said Territory, before they act as such, 
shall take a like oath or affirmation before the said Governor or Sec- 
retary, or some judge or justice of the peace of the Territory, who 
may be duly commissioned and qualified, which said oath or affirm- 
ation shall be certified and transmitted by the person taking the same 
to the Secretary, to be recorded by him as aforesaid, and afterwards 
the like oath or affirmation shall be taken, certified and recorded in 
such manner and form as may be prescribed by law. The Governor 
shall receive an annual salary of two thousand dollars, as Governor, 
and one thousand dollars as superintendent of Indian affairs; the 
chief justice and the associate justices shall each receive an annual 
salary of twenty-five hundred dollars, and the Secretary shall receive 
an annual salary of eighteen hundred dollars. The said salaries shall 
be payable quarter-yearly at the treasury of the United States. The 
members of the legislative assembly shall be entitled to receive four 
dollars each per day during their attendance at the session thereof, 
and three dollars for every twenty miles’ travel in going to and 
returning from the said sessions, estimating the distance by the nearest 
traveled route. There shall be appropriated aanually the sum of one 
thousand dollars, to he expended by the Governor, to defray the con- 
tingent expenses of the Territory. There shall also be appropriated 
annually a sufficient sum, to be expended by the Secretary, and upon 
an estimate to be made by the Seeretary of the Treasury of the United 
States, to defray the expenses of the legislative assembly, the printing 
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of the laws, and other incidental expenses; and the Secretary of the 
Territory shall annually account to the Secretary of the Treasury of 
the United States fer.the manner in which the aforesaid sum shall 
have been expended. : 

Seo. 12. And be it further enacted, That the legislative assembly 
of the Territory of Wyoming shall hold its first session at such time 
and place in said Territory as the Governor thereof shall appoint and 
direct; and at said first session, or as soon thereafter as they shall 
deem expedient, the Governor and legislative assembly shall proceed 
to locate and establish the seat of government for said Territory at 
such place as they may deem eligible, which place, however, shall 
thereafter be subject to be changed by the said Governor and legis- 
lative assembly. 

Src. 13. And be 2 further enacted, That a delegate to the house of 
representatives of the United States, to serve during each congress 
of the United States, may be elected by the voters qualified to elect 
members of the legislative assembly, who shall be entitled to the 
same rights and privileges as are exercised and enjoyed by the dele- 
gates from the several other Territories of the United States, in the 
said house of representatives. The first election shall be held at such 
time and places, and be conducted in such manner as the Governor 
shall appoint and direct; and at all subsequent elections, the time, 
place and manner of holding elections shall be prescribed by law. 
The person having the greatest number of votes of the qualified 
electors, as hereinbefore provided, shall be declared by the Governor 
elected, and a certificate thereof shall be accordingly given. 

Src. 14. And be it further enacted, That sections numbered sixteen 
and thirty-six in each township in said Territory shall be and the 
same are hereby reserved for the purpose of being applied to public 
schools in the State or States hereafter to be erected out of the same. 

Sec. 15. And be it further enacted, That temporarily and until 
otherwise provided by law,the Governor of said Territory may define 
the judicial districts of said Territory, and assign the judges who 
may be appointed for the said Territory to the several districts, and. 
also appoint the times and places for holding courts in the several 
counties or sub-divisions in each of said judicial districts -by procla- 
mation, to be issued by him; but the legislative assembly, at their 
first or any subsequent session, may organize, alter or modify such 
judicial districts and assign the judges and alter the times and places 
of holding the courts, as to them shall seem proper and convenient. 

Sec. 16. And be it further enacted, That the constitution- and all 
laws of the United States, which are not locally applicable, shall 
have the same force and effect within the said Territory of Wyoming 
as elsewhere within the United States. 

Sec. 17. And be it further enacted, That this act shall take effect 
from and after, the time when the executive and judicial officers

AN ACT to Regulate Voluntary Assignments. 


„Beit enacted by the Council and House of Representatives of 
the Territory of Wyoming: 

Section’1. An insolvent debtor may in good faith exe- 
cute an assignment of property to one or more assignees, 
in trust for the satisfaction of his creditors, in conformity 
to the provisions of this act. 


Sec. 2. A debtor is insolvent, within the meaning of Desimtion of 


this act, when he is unable to pay his debts from his own 
means, a8 they become due. 
Sec. 3. Thé provisions of this act do not prevent a

That all that portion of the Territory of corporate 
Wyoming situated on Crow creek, in the county of Lara- ve 
mie, where the Union Pacific Railroad crosses the same, 
laid out and platted as a town-site by the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company under and by the name of Cheyenne, 
is hereby declared to be a corporation, by the name of the 
City of Cheyenne.

Memorial. Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Wyoming, most respectfully represent that | 
the partition of this Territory is sought, by the formation 
of anew Territory; that the region comprising the Ter- 
ritory of Wyoming has a unity of geographic, climatic 
and geologic characteristics, ea! its inhabitants to the 
game labors, purposes and ends by a law of nature stronger 
than the law of any political government, forcing to leg- 
islation for the common interest regardless of party predi- 
lections; that the interests of the Black Hills region, 
whose severance is sought, and the rest of this Territory

existing. This Territory, through its principal town, 
Cheyenne, with work, money and influence, has done 
more to bring about the settlement and development of 
the Black Hills than all adjacent States and Territories 
combined.

heir capital and energy have built roads and telegraphs; 

have opened mines and constructed mills, and from the

that by such annexation we would have a strong Terri- 

tory, able to command attention to our rights and neces- 

sities, instead of two weak and inefficient organizations, 

as in case of a severance and the erection of a new Ter- 

ritory; that the formation of.a new Territory would 

compel the government to make large appropriations to 

defray the cost of running the Territorial government. 

This cost has been estimated at fifty thousand dollars per 

annum. All this would be savedif the course prayed in 

this memorial be pursued; that by union the extension 

of railway facilities will be fostered, whereas by a sever- 

ance they would be retarded, and that. by union we can 

look forward to a much nearer Statehood, with the high 

privileges of independence that it brings; that it should 

be the policy of the United States to guard reasonably 

the ties which bind in friendly union all parts of the land 

which nature seems to have set apart and ranged with 

mountain chains and traced with majestic rivers to be 

forever indissoluble.

Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of Wyo- Control of the 
ming Territory, would most respectfully represent that, Penitentiary. 
by an act of congress, approved January 27, A. D., 1873, 
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the control of the various penitentiaries was transferred 
to the Territories in which the same were located, upon 
certain conditions and under certain restrictions, and that 
by a subsequent act of congress said first named act was 
so amended as to exclude Wyoming Territory, and deprive 
said Térritory of the privileges and benefit of said act. 
Your memorialists would further represent that in their 
opinion both the general government and the Territory” 
of Wyoming would be greatly benefitted-by again trans- 
ferring the Wyoming penitentiary to the Territory, to 
assume control thereof. In support of this conclusion, 


the United States government is now paying out annually 
something over four thousand dollars in fees and salaries, 
which would be saved to the government by the transfer, 
and which, in the opinion of your memorialists would be 
unpecessary were the penitentiary under the control of 
the-Territory. On the other hand, they would farther 
represent that said Territory is now paying onedollar per 
day for the maintenance of each Territorial prisoner, 
which amount could, in the opinion of your memorialists, 
be greatly reduced were the prison under Territorial con- 
t oc Owing to the large number of Territorial prisoners 
now confined in the Wyoming penitentiary, the cost of 
supporting them has become onerous to the public, there 
being at this time sixty-seven Territorial prisoners con- 
fined in said prison, and the number is constantly on the 
increase. erefore your memorialists would most 
respectfully and armed request that the control of the 
Wyoming penitentiary be transferred to the Territory, 
and as in duty bound your memorialists will ever pray. 


RESOLUTION. 


Be it Resolved by the House of Representatives of Wyoming 
Territory, the Council coneurring theren, That the aceompa- 
nying joint memorial, asking the congress of the United

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TIMBER. 


To the Honorable, the Senate and the House of Representatives 
of the United States,in Congress Assembled: 


The Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Wyoming 
deapecttally. represent that the Interior Department holds 
that it is an offense against the laws of the United States 
to eut timber on any of the public lands, whether reserved 
for naval purposes or not; that the timber lands within 
the Territory of Wyoming are peculiarly situated, being 
in the mountains and generally remote from the plains, 
and being that part of the public domain designated as 
timber and mineral lands, for which private titles cannot 
be obtained in any of the ways prescribed by law, except 
for mining purposes; that the agricultural and pastoral 
lands, as well as all desert lands, in said Territory are 
destitute of timber, and that the settlers thereon are con- 
sequently dependent upon the mountain forests for wood 
for fuel and timber for purposes of construction and 
improvement; that many of the settlers who have come to 
this Territory came with faith in the fostering hand of the 
general government, believing that they would be per- 
mitted to acquire, by lawful means, whatever the region 
might afford for the establishment of homes, and coming 
before the restrictions of law were strictly imposed, have 
built themselves homes, and in so doing have appropriated 
timber from the public domain, which homes they will 
soon be compelled to abandon for want of repairs, if the 
honorable Secretary of the Interior persists in the enforce- 
ment of the law as it now is, and congress do not come to 
their aid, and that the necessity and importance of a sup- 
ply of timber from the public lands of this Territory are 
plainly manifest when it is considered that the settlement 
and development of said Territory depend so largely upon 
such supply and the enjoyment of the resources the 
country affords, the construction and maintenance of rail- 
roads, with hundreds of miles of snow-sheds and fences, 
the building of towns, the establishment of settlements; 
none of these can be accomplished successfully while it 
is necessary, on account of the law, which is not subsery- 
ient to the people’s necessities and requirements, to derive 
the supply of lumber and fuel ( other than coal) from the 
forests of Wisconsin and Michigan, more than athousand 
miles away. Wherefore; your memorialists do humbly 
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pray for the relief of the people of this Territory, and 
trust that the honorable senate and house of representa- 
tives of the United States, in congress assembled, will 
enact such a law as will enable them to acquire a right to 
utilize so much of the timber resource of the Territory 
as is necessary for their wants and the demands of internal 
improvements, both private and public, and as in duty 
bound your memorialists will ever pray.
